The prosperity of tha Co- 
fony must be considered as a 
whole, and such prosperity 
would be shared in lso by the 
villagers of tho Pingshan area. 

The conference was 
principally to clear up mis- 
understandings that appenr to 
have arisen regarding the new 
airport, particularly concerning 
Government's attitude to the 
Chinese villagers who have to 
make way for it. 

WILL NOT BE LOSERS 

It was stresacd that it is im- 
possible to over-emphasise Govern- 
ment’a reluctance to move these 
villages and to resume the agricul- 
tural land concerned. “Govern- 
ment feela tho heayicat respon- 
albility for the welfare of thene 
poople, and for making a serious 
attempt tg replace the loss of 
agricultural productivity involved. 

“Government is determined that 
the people who will bo affected 
shall not be the losers. 

“It should not be implied that 
Government is thinking merely in 
terma of monetary compensation; 
monetary compensation tn part 
may be unavoidable, but every 
effort will bo made to provide 
alternative occommodation of an 
equal or better standard. 

OPPORTUNITY FOR YOUTH 

“Tho opening of an airport 
brings prosperity to the surround- 
ing country, An undertaking will 
be gjven that in the course of 
construction of the airport the 
people affected will have priority 
in obtaining work on the site, and 
in the wany services that o great 
airport needs, In this connection 
it should be remembered that the 
R.A, engineers will in due course 
return to their own country, 


‘necessitating the oarly training of 


local labour in skilled trades, and 
a scheme for training local Chinese 
in the use of complicated modern 
machinery Js projected. 

“Tho youth of the families con- 
cerned will have the strongest 
posaible claim to participation in 
thia schome, if they wish. 

“Further, if it is possible to site 
tho new villages in the neighbour- 
hood of the airport, Government 
will give the villagers 1 achool 
for thelr chi}dren and ao dispen- 
sary for their sick. Both school 
and dispensary would be addition- 
ally available for the use of other 
viflages in this area. 

NEW LAND 

“The problem of finding land 
to replace tho land resumed is 
most dificult to solve, recognising 
that ot least five years will be 
required to make the virgin crown 
land available anything like at 
productive as the land to be sur- 
rendered. : 

“This, In, snite of the fact that 
Government intends to use all its 
mechanical ond agricultural re- 
sources in levelling, irrigating, 
and fertilising tho new land, in- 
cluding the deposition on it of a 
layer of the rich topsofl from 
the original flolds, 

“Until the new land — becomes 
really productive, it may bo neccs- 
‘sary to consider a acheme for tem- 
porary assistance to the farmerg. 

"If those concerned 80 chosse, 
the “Pat Hoang” Aerodrome will 
be made available to them.

Britain's Suspicions 
Of Russian Demands 


LONDON, NOV. 8. 


FOREIGN SECRETARY BEVIN, HINTING THAT BRITAIN 


1S SUSPICIOUS OF 


RUSSIA'S TERRITORIAL Dh- 


MANDS, APPEALED TO-DAY TO THE GREAT POW- 
ERS TO "REALLY PUT THE CARDS ON THE TABLE 


FACE UPWARDS.” 


MR, REVIN ADDRESSED THE

HOUSE OF COMMONS 


WINSTON CHURCHILL URGED 


BRITAIN TO SUPPORT THE UNITED STATES IN RE- 
FUSING TO GIVE RUSSIA THE SECRET OF ATOMIC 


BOMB PRODUCTION. 

While Mr. Bevin did not 
specifically name Russia, he 
said: “You cannot help our be- 
ing a little bit suspicious if a 
xreat power wants to go right 
across the throat of thd British 
Commonwealth.” 

He apparently was referring 
to reported Soviet demands for 
sole trustecship of Tripolitanta 
and a base in Eritrea which 
would leave Russia straddling 
British communjcations to the 
Middle and Far East. 

Winston Churchill to-day ex- 
pressed the conviction that 
Soviet Russia would not share 
the atomic bomb secret if she 
had held it. He urged Prime 
Minister Attlee in the forth- 
coming Washington talks to 
bring no pressure on the United 
‘States’ to divulge the bomb pro- 
duction details, 

NOT ANTI-RUSSIAN 

Opening the first debate in 
the Commons on foreign policy 
since the Labour Government 
assumed power, Mr. Churchill 
declared that he was sure “that 
were circumstances _ reversed 
and we and the Americans had 
asked for o similar access to 
the Russian arsenals it would 
not be granted.” 

The leader of the Conserva- 
tive Opposition mentioned the

assistance furnished to Russta 
during the war and said he was 
not conscious of any consider- 
able reciprocity. 

But he added: “Any idea of 
Britain deliberately pursuing an 
anti-Russian policy or taking 
part in| making o combination 
to the detriment of Ruasia is 
thoroughly opposed to British 
thought and conscience. 

“Nothing but a long period of 
marked injuries and antagonism 
could develop any such matter 
again in this land.” 

Mr. Churchill praised Stalin 
as a great man who “is still 
strongly holding the helm and 
stecring his tremendous ship.” 

The former Prime Minister 
expressed the hope that Britain 
would adhere to the 12 points 
of American foreign _ policy 
enunciated by President Tru- 
man.—Assoclated Press.
